T HE Spirit of Prophecy which came from the 
Cevennes in France, and has made fuch a Noife 
at London, bath diffus’d ic felf in this Place, among 
afew who go under the Name of Antinomians, 
People that feparate themfelves from the Church 
and all Diffenters ; Some of them are reckon’d well- 
meaning People, but All of weak Underftandings, 
Miflead chiefly by one Burbury,a Pellow endu’d wiih 
ali the Impudence, Pride and Ignorance that a Facti- 
ous Man can have. | 

The Rumour of the Prophets at London reaching 
this Place, it wonderfully ‘Vick!'d thefe Peoples Fan- 
cies: Wherenpon Jonathan Taylor, a Cabinet-ma- 
ker, and one of a Difpofition apt enough to receive 
Imprefiions, going to London, attended the Prophets 
in Private, and at their Publick Meetings. 

And being return’d, gave a very favourable Ac- 
count of them co the reit of his Brethren: In their 
Prefence he had fome Agitations, but this noc being 
thought enough, ualels he bad his Mouth Open’d, 


‘(as they fpeak ) be, with two or three more, un- 


dertakes a Second Journey to London, where, being 
upon their Knees, they were Bleffed by the Prophets, 
and were Promis’d the Spirit, and that their Mouths 
fhould be Open’d in a very litle time, which accor- 
dingly fell out ; for they were not long come Home, 
before they fell into Agitations, and pronounc’d their 
Infpirations as if God himfelf {poke by them. The 
Number of thofe that gave any Credit to them did 
not exceed Twenty, and thofe all of the above- 
mention’d Whimfical People. 

Some Meetings they had, and feveral In{pirations, 
wherein they deliver’d nothing but what was con- 
form to the apprehenfions that we may conceive Illite- 
rate People have of things. To fome things that 
was ask’d them they could give no Anfwer, which 
thofe of better Capacity could eafily have done: To 
fome things they Anfwer’d in their Agitations ace 
cording to the wrong Conception they had of the 
Inquirer’s Meaning, and ro other things abfurdly ; 
but we fhall content our ¢-!ves barely to relate Mat- 
ter of Pact which may be prov'd by Hundreds here. 
On Wednefday the 28thof January, 1708. Jonathan 
Taylor, in his Agitations, declar’d, That Mr. Lacy, 
the Eminent Prophet at E.ondon, was Dead, which he 
ownd afterwards to many, and faid, we fhould 
have it in the News on Saturday following ; Sarur- 
day came, all the News-papers in Town were con- 
fulted, but nota word of Mr. Lacy, Dead or Alive ¢ 
When this was told him, he faid, he wonder’d at ir, 
but ftill afirm’d, That Mr.Lacy was dead, and that 
we fhould foon hear of it; but we judge Mr. Lacy 
may be ftill alive, having heard nothing to the con- 
trary. 

But the moft Remarkable of all their Iafpirations, 
is that which Prophecy’d the death of Stephen Hal- 
ford, a Cutler, a Young Man that was Biefs’d with 
Taylor by the London-Propbets ; Ic was in she fol- 
lowing Manner. Ata Meeting of thefe People, Jo- 
nathan Taylor ftands up, and in his Agitations ft oke 
the following Sentence ; I fhall be Glorify’d by one in 


the Room. And after fometime Silence, Stephen 


Ha!ford falls into Agitasions, and fpoke thus, 

‘Tam he, Lord, thy Will be done, thou hale 
* know when [ will Raife thy Body, I wil! Reveal 
to my Children by thy own Mouth, thon fhalt die 
the next time you do Meet together here; and 
thon fhale be carry’d by thy Brethren, and theu 
thait have a Coffin, and be Buried in the Church- 


vards and you fhall Meet the 3d Day of February 


axe and not before,in this Place, and then fhall be 
the time that J will receive thee to my felf: Fear 


not, my Child, for I will greatly manifeft my Seif

* And thou fhale Arite ce Day of February ;

_, The News of this foon {pread uve «he Town ; 
they acknowledp’d they had had {nfpiration, 
and gave ( opies of ic (as above) irom what was 
writ by fome of their own numbeg prefent,.: ong the 
time. it was pronounc’d, Taylor, Halfor., and ail 
that believ’d in them, appear'd fully perfwaded thar 
the Event would anfwer the Predidkion; and thae 
God was picasd to work that Miracle tu prove, 
That their Infpirations’ were of Him: were 
willing the People fhould think them Ueluded, and 
that they themfelves fhould tnink fo ton, if Halford 
id not Die, and Rifle again, conform to the Infpi- 
ration: Every body was very well pleas’d char 
things was to be broughtto fo fair a Tryal in fo 
fhort atime. Halford did in the mean time, as 
a dying Man ougat to do, paid his Debts, rock leave 
of bis Acquaintance and went fome Miles out of 
Town. to bid his Father farewell, (here they had 
fome defign of keeping him till Tuefday the 3d of 
February fhould be over ; but finding bim refolure 
On returning, and in an Agitation he Had there, ha- 
ving faid thus, If you let mot my Servant go ( mean- 
ing himfelf) I will tear him to pieces, they left him 
to his Libercy ; fo on Saturday the 31ft of January,he 
came back to Birmingham, and the Cafe being put 
to him, If they had kept him in the Country by force, 
what would have come of Prophecy ? He an{wer'd, 
Had they ty’d him with Chains he would have been con- 
vey'd tothe place appointed, by an iriefyftable force. 

On Monday, the 2d of February, there was rea- 
fon to fear, That the Mob would have gather'd and 
prov’d Mifchievous to the Prophets and others; 
whereupon the Conftables had a Warrant to fecure 
Halford, which they did that Night, and the next 
Morning for the fame Reafon ; The reft of thefe 
People being met together as their Infpiration Kad 
appointed, were Diipers’'d and Conducted by the 
Conftables to their refpective Homes. However Jo- 
nathan Taylor had the Affurance to reli the Conita- 
ble, That Halford muft of neceffity die that Day, or 
the Conftable who had difpers’d the Meeting thould 
certainly be ftruck Dead. Halford bad abundance 
of Vifiters that Day, and feem’d to think he fhould 
be releas'd, and carry’d to the Place appointed for 
his Dying, and feem’d ftill perfwaded thar he fhould 
die about Ten a Clock that Night, continuing fo 
till the time was paft, when finding himfelf in good 
healch,withour any fymptom of approaching Death, 
he own’d before as many as the Houfe could bold, 
That he took all that had pafs’d to be a meer Delu- 
fion. Taylor being inform’d of what had pa({s’d, 
ingenioufly did the fame; and it’s to be bop'd no 
body will think them Prophets now, when they 
themfelves difown it. 

This Concludes not only againft the Prophets 
bere, but alfo againft thofe at London, by whom 
they were Blefs’d : Bur if the Prophets at London 
thiek thatthe Prophets here were driven too fatt, 
and will not be convine’d by what has happen’d, 


we make no doubt burt the Prophefie which they 


themfelves have made about Mr. Emmes’s Refur- 
rection will be anfwer'd by the like crofs Event, 


. which we hope will convince them of theic Deluficn 
‘as thofe here are.
